But I do believe he is under the impression that the book is like 
v/hat he has read on the various c^iiputer n;^©wroft3, as from what I‘ve seen on that it 
is not at all. It is ever so much more definitive, 

I made it a point to telj/him how blunt the language is and he lilced that, my 
referring to Posner as a fraud, a plagiarist, a subject-matter ignoramus, a phony, 

I did this deliberatly, intending the most direct possible challenge to him and to 
his publisher, 

* There are many possible criticisms I did not make because I feared the book was 
getting too long. There is also what I did not have when I did the writing, I had 
planned to have a chapter on them orjto add some. But when I looked for this f^der last 
week I could not find it, 1*11 return to one part. 



I like his approach^of doino soiae investigating of Posner. He said he would discuss 
that with you. He referred to ^ill Turner doing that, I told him I do not trust Turner, 
have substantial reasons for tliat, he did not ask what they are and I did not then go 
into it. But despite liis FBI background, and he is a rarity, a man that ^oover actually 
fired, fkj work ranges from shoddy to simply ¥wf ul. He planted the fake French -spekk 
spook book on Garrison and liad another phony working tt on it when I caught him in a 
terrible fraud tliat could have had inccedible consequences. Turner has l^e morals and 
ethics of what he was in the FBI, a black bag job expert: a burglar and not infrequently 
in political cases.

could not sue, \/ell, they could. But as a lavcjrer he should also have knov/n that before 
he took such a case, ^e has gtven a number of inconsistent versions of this. What is 
included in wliat I*ve mislaid orAAisfiled is still other versions. If you have access to 
Lexis, tliat is v/hat 1 need to be duplicated, 1*11 also ask ray original source, who did 
not liave direct access and for v/hom it took some time. It quoted several ^^e# York law 
publications, Ij^ as I suspect he took advantage of those people, that would be something! 
So those named on the enclosed page, who may be in New York^ should be spoken to to loam 
about tho case and iiartdcularly about his financing. If he took money from those eictims 
and then screwed tj&em for his book tliat would be a zinger! But he may also liave conned 
them. The Simon Wiesenthal people at first did not respond and wlien I wrote I would 
say that they did and it came to nothing. But they did send me a few int resting clippings 
that ^ did use, k friend who used to be wxth the ABL replied that they love Posner, he 
is tliat effective as a con man, Es.pecially with the replacement of thd Lexis yield there 
is enougii, but it w.uld be much better, could be improved upon, if some of those people 
liave information I suspect exists and will provide it. But it simply is nojr true, as the 
existing di'aft says, tliat he could not sue under existing law. And that is the reaLon hs 
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has gdven for not filing. 

In fact, as the book alrady says, in his career as t '*Wall Sti*eet lawyer” he did

I suspect, as the book now indicates, that he keeps himself listed as a lav/yer 
in ^Wtindale Nubbeli^Ss" to con the bar associatioii in the event he later decides to 
return to tlie law. He abandoned tliat with his Mengele book. His phony listing “STas

The ^'^artLndale listing of him is incorrect in his law school. They have admitted 
iiiat.

There are no certainties in buclcLng the major media but any kind of controversy is 
most helpful to a book. A direct challenge to irDG-TV KeTr/s^irBC-TV, wliichever is producing 
the miiiiseiios, can get attention, including in tho trade press, and that can do faore 
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for a contrivex’sial book than any advertising or norm of the business. My best source 
for this possibility will be off for six months beginning the first of tho month writing 
a book but vdien the time comes I can speak to him and to others. I have no doubt that 
Charlie can get ’iiat started with -^olt on the S.P, Chronicle if not also with others, as 
perhaps Caroll or Graf can ;/ith the media in New York. 

Case Opened could the liiive a second life vdth the paperback appeeirance, if that 
is not bombed vdth^the kind of attention we*d like, hope for and try for if only with 
page proofs.
